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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 5 have been amended and Claims 3-4, 6, and 11-12 have been 
cancelled. Reexamination and reconsideration of the application, as amended* are 
requested. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1, 5, 7, 9 and 1 1 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Pad! Independend Claims 1 and 5 have been amended to include the 
further limitations that the dice have 100 feces and a braking system. Nowhere does Padi 
disclose such a dice. Therefore, it is believed that this rejection has been satisfied. 

The Examine* rejected Claim 8 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Padi. Claim 8 now depends on Independent Claim 5 which has been amended as stated 
above. Nowhere does Padt disclose such a dice. Therefore, it is believed that this 
rejection has been satisfied. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 2 and 1 0 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Padi in view of Zocchi. Padi discloses a single solid ball or selection 
member 70 which lands in an aperture (See 90, 92, 94, 96 and 98 of Fig 5) in order to 
select a particular outcome* The combination of the member 70 and an aperture is 
necessary for Padi to select a particular outcome. Member 70 is a selection member not a 
braking member. Thus Padi actually teaches away from the present invention. (See Col 
4, lines 36- 38 and lines 56-63, and Col. 5, lines 6-8). Further, the present invention has 
no need of such an aperture as does Padi Nowhere does Zocchi disclose a braking 
system. Thus, neither Padi or Zocchi, taken either singularly or in combination, teach or 
suggest the teachings of the present invention. Accordingly, it is believed that this 
rejection has been satisfied. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 3, 4, 6 and 12 under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Padi in view of David* Claims 3, 4, and 6 and 12 have been cancelled 
and Claims 1 and 5 have been amended to contain the limitations of the cancelled claims. 
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Padi discloses a single solid ball or selection member 70 which lands in an aperture (See 
90, 92, 94 > 96 and 98 of Fig 5) in order to select a particular outcome. The combination 
of the member 70 and an aperture is necessary for Padi to select a particular outcome. 
Member 70 is a selection member not a braking member. Thus Padi actually teaches 
away from the present invention. (See Col. 4, lines 36- 38 and lines 56-63, and Col. 5, 
lines 6-8). Further, the present invention has no need of such an aperture as docs Padi. 
David teaches that the balJasrt of his invention is to adjust the ratio of skill and chance. 
(Sec CoL IS, lines 26-39). Thus David actually teaches away from the present invention 
which teaches and claims that the particles 1 8 ate a braking system for braking the dice, 
not adjusting the ratio of skill and chance. Thus, neither Padi or David, taken either 
singularly or in combination, teach or suggest the teachings of the present invention. 
Accordingly, it is believed that this rejection has been satisfied. 

In view of the above* reconsideration and allowance of this application is
